We beg to submit tbe Seventy -fourth Annual Report of the Board. 

Our report follows the order adopted for some years past, dealing with the business 
of the year under the following heads : — 

(1.) Public Works and Buildings, including National and Ancient Monuments. 

(2.) Light Railways and Tramways. 

(3.) Loans. 

(4.) Miscellaneous duties of the Board, 

The body of the Report contains statements and observations on matters under each 
of the four divisions which appear to deserve special notice. Details as to the 
various services are given in the Appendices. 


(1.) — PUBLIC WORKS AND BUILDINGS, INCLUDING NATIONAL AND 
ANCIENT MONUMENTS. 

Details of the provision made by Parliament for the year 1905-1906 for Public 
Works and Buildings, including National and Ancient Monuments, will be found at 
pp. 61-69 of the Estimates for that year. The Public Buildings (Ireland) Vote is 
included in Class I., and comprises the following : — 

Naval and Military ; State and Official Residences ; Civil Departments (including Science 
and Art Buildings in charge of Department of Agriculture) ; Legal Departments : Dublin 
Metropolitan Police ; Royal Irish Constabulary 3 I) undrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum; 
Public Education ; Royal University and Queen’s Colleges ; Revenue Departments. 

The "Vote also embraces — 

Royal Parks and Gardens : — 

Phoenix Park 3 St. Stephen’s Green 3 the Cuiragh of Kildare. 

Royal Harbours : —

In addition to works, &c., for which provision is made by Vote of Parliament, Part 1. 
of this Report also deals with certain new works connected with Fishery Piers and 
Harbours, the cost of which is met out of moneys provided from the Irish Church 
Fund, under the Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883 (46 & 47 Vic., c. 26). 
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Phcenix Park. 

White's Gate . — The Board have been for a long time desirous of acquiring control 
over the private entrance to the Park kuown as White’s Gate ; but difficulties arose in 
connection with the maintenance of the private road leading to it from outside the Park, 
and the matter had to be postponed. These difficulties have been settled by the pur- 
chase of the road and the strips of land adjoining it by Lord Iveagli, and by His Lordship 
handino- over the road to the County Surveyor with sufficient funds to put it in order. 
His Lordship has conveyed to the Board sufficient land outside the present gate and 
boundary wall for a gatekeeper’s lodge and garden. The lodge has been built, and the 
boundary wall will be taken down and re-erected so as to include it in the Park. A 
new gate of a suitable design will replace the present one. The ground between it 
and Farmleigh gate will be planted with suitable shrubs, and altogether the additions 
will form a very desirable improvement to this portion of the Park, while the conver- 
sion of the gate into a public gate under the ordinary rules of the Park as to hours of 
opening, and the improvement of the road outside the Park wall, will be a great 
convenience to visitors to the Park, and will facilitate pleasure traffic. 


New Plant Houses . — The old Plant Houses in the Park Gardens having become 
obsolete, and the accommodation provided by them being insufficient, the Board decided, 
with Your Lordships’ approval, to erect gradually a new range of houses in what was 
formerly the stone yard situated in the triangle formed by the Conyngham-road outside 
the Park wall, the main-road of the Park, and a line drawn between these two roads 
at the Wellington Monument. Under the Replanting Scheme this area had been 
enclosed in order to form a plantation, and it is therefore no longer accessible to the 
public. The site is otherwise suitable from the fact that it is secluded, sheltered, and 
has a full southern aspect. It is proposed to erect seven houses. During the past year 
three houses, with a gardener’s cottage, and heating apparatus, water supply, and 
potting sheds to accommodate the whole range of houses when built, have been finished. 
The arrangements for ventilation, heating, &c., are of the most modern and up-to-date 
type, and for the short time during which the houses have been completed, have proved 
most satisfactory. 

The work of widening the Back road described in the Board’s report for 1904-5 and 
the erection of the iron fence along the Viceregal Demesne were finished during the 
year. The ground on the site of the old sunk fence has been planted thickly with 
ornamental and flowering shrubs. The scheme as carried out forms a great improve- 
ment to this portion of the Park. 

The “ Spa ” road, which forms a part of the direct route from the north side of the 
city to the polo ground and the Viceregal Lodge, has been widened from an average 
width of 18 feet to a width all through of 26 feet. This road is crowded with vehicular 
and pedestrian traffic on the occasion of important polo matches, and its widening, in 
the interests of safety, was a very necessary improvement. 

To obtain the additional width of roadway required it was necessary to take in a 
narrow strip from the grounds of the Royal Zoological Society, and to build thereon a 
strong retaining wall to carry the added part of the road. Creepers have been planted 
against the wall, and a bare bank on the Zoological Gardens side of the road has 
been planted with ornamental and flowering trees and shrubs. 

The short length of road connecting the polo ground pavilion with the road leading 
to the Viceregal Lodge has been extended in a westerly and south-westerly direction 
across the “Nine Acres” to join the main-road that runs through the middle of the 
Park. 

The new road, while giving a desirable alternative route for pleasure traffic from the 
north side of the city to the picturesque parts of the Park, will also be of considerable 
advantage in relieving the congestion of traffic on and around the “Nine Acres ” on the 
occasion of polo , matches. 
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A new plantation, _ consisting principally of birch trees, has been formed on the site of 
the disused gravel pit near Chapelizod. 

A small shrubbery near the main entrance of the Park has been cleared away and 
replanted. In connection with this improvement Lord Ardilaun has generously pre- 
sented the Board with 50 large evergreen oaks for the purpose of planting a thick 
hedge, which will ultimately shut out from the main road of the Park a view of certain 
objectionable features outside the Park boundary. 

To meet increased traffic through the Park Gardens the main walk has been widened 
throughout. 

Improved sanitary accommodation for men has been provided in the Gardens.

St. Stephen’s Green Park. 

A suggestion has been made that, as the equestrians’ track round the Park is now 
little used, and owing to the great increase in the number of visitors, even the small 
use made of it is a source of some danger, especially to children, the time has come 
when it should be broken up and the area utilised for widening footpaths, shrubberies, 
and lawns. 

As the abolition of the ride would involve a considerable change from the design of 
the Park, as handed over by Lord Ardilaun, and a large outlay, we defer making any 
proposal, and take the opportunity afforded by the publication of this Report to invite 
the views of the general public, who are mainly concerned, 

For reasons of safety, as Your Lordships are aware, the riding of bicycles in the 
Park is already strictly prohibited. 


Purchase of the Longmeadows Property. 

The Commissioners of Woods and Forests have completed the purchase from Lord 
Iveagh of an additional strip of land situated on the north bank of the River Liffey 
known as The Longmeadows. It will shortly be leased to the Board, and will form 
with the Inchicore North Estate referred to in the Report of last year, a continuous 
tract of land on both sides of the river, extending from Island Bridge to Chapelizod, 
which has been acquired to . preserve the amenities of the Phcenix Park.

Marine Works Act, 1902. 

2nd Ed. VII., c. 24. 

Since our last Report the only additional work taken in hands under the Marine 
Works Act, was that at Kinvarra, County Galway. The marine work at this place, 
comprising the restoration of the pier and wharf walls, together with a new storm wall 
and other minor improvements, was certified by Their Excellencies the Lords Justices 
under the Act in July, 1905. It was put in hands at once under the direction of the 
Board’s own officers, and it has been satisfactorily completed since the close of the 
financial year. Works under this Act at Falcorrib and Newbridge, County Donegal, 
and Inishlyre, County Mayo, have also been discussed by the Irish Government. 
They have not so far been brought within the provisions of the Act. 

Of the sum of £100,000 allocated for works under the Marine Works Act, a sum 
of £22,529 was expended up to the close of the financial year. Since that date a 
farther sum of £5,572 has been expended, making a total of £28,101. The unexpended 
balance of the grant at present amounts to about £71,899, but this balance includes 
not only the sum necessary to complete the works already in progress, but also a large 
sum which was provisionally set aside for expenditure upon a harbour at Inishlyre, 
County Mayo, negotiations as to which have been suspended.

A smaller addition to the accommodation for physical science teaching has been 
made chiefly at the public expense, by the erection of a biological laboratory. The 
back of the main building (facing east) has cloisters on each side of the principal 
entrance, and these cloisters had originally sloping roofs abutting on the wall of the 
main building. In 1864 a room was thrown out over the cloisters to the south of 
the entrance ; this was a useful addition to the accommodation, but impaired the 
symmetry of the building.. In February, 1905, the President of the College repre- 
sented that the need of increased space for biological study had become very 
pressing, and Your Lordships agreed to the erection of a second storey over the 
northern cloisters similar to that erected in 1864 over the southern. The work has 
been carried out at a total cost of £916, to which the College authorities contributed 
£58. 

Ancient and National Monuments. 

The structures vested in the Board up to the end of the year number 211. With 
few exceptions all of these have been inspected during the year. 

At forty monuments repairs have been carried out ; a list will be found in Appendix 

E. 

It has been the practice to refer in some detail to one of the structures operated on 
during the year, and for this reason Holy Cross Abbey has been selected for the present 
notice and illustration. 

Holy Cross Abbey. 

I. — History. 

The Abbey is said to have been founded in the year 1169, by Donald O’Brien, King 
of Thomond, for Cistercians, a reformed branch of the Benedictines, and was the 
daughter or branch of Nenay (Monasternenagh), County Limerick. It subsequently 
became a place of great importance. The Abbot was styled Earl of Holyeross. He 
was a Baron of Parliament and usually Vicar-General of the Cistercian Order in 
Ireland. The lands belonging to the Monastery formed an Earldom. — (See 
Note “ A,”) 

The ancient name of the Monastery of Holyeross was Monastair Ochterlamhain. It 
is said that the change of name to “ Holyeross ” was due to the gift of a portion of the 
true Cross by Queen Eleanor, wife of Henry II., and that one of her six sons, owing to 
the pious care of the monks, found a place of burial there. — (See Note “ B.”). 

To show the extent and importance of this Monastery we find it recorded (see Note 
“B”) that, “in 1563 this Abbey, with its appurtenances, containing 160 acres of 
“ arable land, 60 of pasture, and 2 of wood in the town of Holyeross, one ruined 
“messuage, 60 acres of land in the town of Kilkenny 16 acres in Bally kelly, 

“ 2 messuages, 4 cottages, and 24 acres of laud in Lisnegonok, 30 acres in Kilcolman, 

“ 30 acres in Thurles, in this county, 1 messuage, 62 acres of arable, 6 of pasturage in 
“ Ballentenra, County Kilkenny, one close near the town of Carlow, containing a 
“garden, an orchard, and 3 acres of pasture, and 7 acres in Ballysheen and Maynooth, 

“ in County Kildare, were granted to Thomas Earl of Ormond in capite, at an annual 
“rent of £15 10s. 4 d.” 

The Abbey was legally dissolved in 1536 by the Act passed for the dissolution of the 
Monasteries, but the monks had possession of it at intervals for a considerable time 
after, ministering in the Church until 1633. About this time the Abbot, Luke Archer, 
accompanied by some of the Monks took up residence at Kilkenny, taking with them the 
relic (the portion of the true Cross) above referred to. 

The last Abbot was Bernard Lahy (about 1724). At his death one of the Monks, 
named Cormack, claimed the office as his in right of his Order, but his claim was not 
admitted. He retained a cell in the building until his death in 1752. He was the 
last of the monks of Holyeross Abbey. 

The seal of this Monastery is attached to a deed m Kilkenny Castle, bearing date 
1449. 

II. — The Structure : Description aiuL Details. 

There have been so many alterations and additions from the 13th century to 
the 16th, that there is very little of the original work discernible in the church except 
some portion of the south wall, and the doorway in N.E. of cloister, entering the 
south aisle.

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The most prosperous period in the history of the Abbey appears to hare been from 
the 13 th century to the 15th, and the principal additions were made during that 

The Abbey Church consists of a chancel, choir, nave, North and South transect* 
(with two chapels opening off each transept), North and South aisles, and a tower at 
tne intersection of the nave and transepts. (See Ground Plan). 

The chancel is 23 feet 9 inches long by 22 feet 8 inches wide, and has a trrobW 
ceiling with moulded ribs. The East window of the chancel has six lights with tracerv 
head as shown on the drawings. The sediha are m the south wall of the chancel. It i* 
chance™ 68 ° a ^ tbe ^ otmders f° mb .

The North transept 26 feet 9 inches by 16 feet 9 inches, has a groined ceiling similar 
m character to the ceiling of the tower. Opening eastwards off the north transept are 
two chapels, 12 feet by 8 feet 8 inches and 11 feet 7 inches by 9 feet 1 inch with 
groined ceilings and moulded ribs. ’ 

The South transept 26 feet 2 inches by 14 feet, had not a groined ceiling. 
Opening eastwards off the south transept are two chapels 10 feet 8 inches by 10 feet 
5 inches with groined ceilings and moulded ribs. Between these two ohapels is a space 
formed by a double row of arches and columns erroneously supposed to have been used 
for waking the bodies of departed monks. There is a detail drawing of this and the 
sediha m the Boards Annual Report for the year 1881-82, and the so-called "waking 
bier has recently been reproduced in plaster for the National Museum in Kildare- 
street, where it may be now seen. 

There are rooms over the chancel, North transept, and the chapels in North and 
bouth transepts — the two latter had fireplaces. 

The chancel, transepts, chapels, tower, choir, and north aisle wall all appear to have 
been built about tbe same period— early in the 15th century. The doors and windows 
in the west gable, and in the buildings surrounding the cloister garth, appear to be of 
the same date— except the door at east end of the south aisle, which is of a distinct

The windows and door of the west gable and the openings in the buildings at the 
east and west sides of the cloister garth were insertions, as also the door from the 
cloister to the west end of the south aisle.— (See drawings). 

Some time m the 19th century the south wall of nave having shown signs of falling 
southwards, some buttresses and arches were built to keep it secure.

dation of a wall upon which the present boundary wall is built. 
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The range of buildings on the eastern side of the cloister garth contained the 
Chapter room, and other rooms and passages on the ground floor, with the monks’ 
dormitories over. The masonry of the walls of this portion of the building appears to 
he a portion ofthe original work, but some of the cut stone work of the doors is of later 
origin. Two doorways, one entering the hotel grounds and one adjoining it, are of 
modern construction. 

The cloister arcading was continued around the four sides of the cloister garth, and 
had disappeared. The original work in it appears to be about 15th century. There is 
only a small portion of it now standing. It was re-erected from the fragments found 
on the site. The arcade originally was carried around the north, east, and west sides, 
as may be seen by the position of the corbals in these walls ; it was also, no doubt, 
carried along the south side, as indications of the foundation walls have been recently 
discovered where marked by dotted lines on the ground plan. 

The apartments on the ground floors of the two ranges of buildings east and west of 
cloisters are vaulted over. The eastern range comprised sacristy, chapter room, 
passage from cloisters to the grounds surrounding the Abbot’s residence ; also a small 
room, 18 feet 6 inches by 10 feet, and a large room, 33 feet by 15 feet 6 inches, which 
was probably a day room or parlour. The monks’ dormitory was on the next floor. 

The ground floor of the range on the west side of the cloisters contained three large 
rooms, which were probably stores and cellars, buttery, etc., and the storey over would 
be the usual place for the lay brothers’ dormitory. There are fire-places in one of these 
apartments, which, with the garde-robes, are clearly insertions of a latter date. 

The Refectory was probably at the southern side of cloisters where shown on the 
plan. 

The Abbot’s residence and Guest House south-east of the cloisters contained kitchen, 
hall, stairs, and cellars on the ground floor, and sleeping rooms and library on the upper 
floor. 

The buildings between the Abbot’s residence and the river on the ground floor com- 
prised vaulted stores, kitchen, dayroom or parlour, with long passage between these 
rooms and the stores; most of these buildings were three storeys high. As there were a 
great number of pilgrims and visitors to the Abbey, this building was probably occupied 
as the Guest House. 

The nave walls are of a rather inferior class of rubble masonry, with pointed arches 
formed with rough voussoirs ; they spring from plain piers without any cap or moulding 
There are modern semi-circular arches under the old pointed arches in the south 
nave wall o'f the same class of work as the arches across the aisles, and probably 
built at the same time to strengthen the wall. 

The arch between the nave and choir is of a similar class of work to that in the old 
pointed arches in nave walls. The present choir, chancel, transepts and chapel appear 
to be the work of about the 14th or 15th century. 

The cloister garth and the conventual buildings east and west of it are in the oc- 
cupation of Mr. Wall, of Holy cross House. The Abbot’s house and other residential 
buildings also belong to Mr. Wall, and were until recently in the occupation of the 
tenant of the small hotel adjoining. 

Local tradition has it that the burial ground was at the western side of the Abbey 
It is also said that the mill was at Bakestown, but it is more likely that the mill was 
on the site — adjacent to the present mill — where there is an ancient weir. 

It is to be regretted that the interior of the church is still used as a graveyard, not 
controlled by any authority. The Board have no power to interfere with the right of 
burial claimed by large numbers of persons not now resident in the locality and by 
strangers. This gives the interior a neglected appearance. The conventual buildings 
are not vested, and are still in the hands of Mr. Wall, as mentioned above.

(2.) LIGHT RAILWAYS AND TRAMWAYS. 

Great Northern (Ireland) and Midland Railway Bill, 1905, 

This Bill, inter aha, included provisions for the winding up and dissolution of the 
Donegal Railway Company, and for the transfer of all the rights powers Ac A 
ferred on that Company to the Promoters. This arrangement involved the tranX 
of the two lines worked by that Company that were constructed under the TiJS 
Railways Act, 1889, with a small guarantee in each ease under the Tramways (Ireland! 
Act, 1883 namely, the Donegal to Killybegs (19 miles) and the Stranorlar to GleS 
(24£ miles). Under the Treasury agreements scheduled to the Orders in Conned for 
these hues the liability of the guaranteeing area in the case of the Glenties line is 
■ ° n A n „ e A ° ^ dlTldend thB s “all guaranteed capital. The hue since it was onened 
“18W has shown a surplus every year over and above the maximum expenditure nf 
£3 10s per mile per week retained by the Working Company, and in accordance 
with the agreement the surplus has been divided in equal shares between the Treasure 
and the Company. In the case of the Killybegs line, however, the liability of the 
County includes not only the dividend on the guaranteed stock, but also all deficits in 
working charges when the receipts are less than the expenditure. Dealing with the 
last live years there have been surpluses in the summer (1st May to 1st November! 
half years amounting to £544 in ah, while in the winter half years for the same period 
the total loss on working amonnted.to £1,091, thus giving a net deficit of £547 or 
£109 per annum. 

Advantage was taken by the Board of the opportunity presented by the introduction 
of the Bill to arrange for a transfer to the Promoters of the Treasury interest in the 
Glenties line on terms approved by your Lordships, namely. £5,000 in full discharge; 
also for the rehef of the guaranteeing area from liability for payment of dividend m 
the case of the Glenties undertaking, and for dividend and losses in working in the 
Killybegs case. ® 

The Committee of the House of Commons having, on the application of the London- 
derry Harbour Commissioners, introduced into the Bill clauses giving certain prefer- 
ential rates on through goods and cattle traffic to the Port of Londonderrir the 
Promoters decided to drop that portion of the Bill which related to the proposal to 
acquire the Donegal Railway. This latter proposal, however, was revived in the Great 
Northern (Ireland) and Midland Bill, 1906 (at present under the consideration of

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Advances, Repayments, and Arrears. 

The earliest mention of Public Works Loans to be found in the Abstract (Appendix 
G.) submitted by the Board is in connection with the Statute 57 Geo. III., c. 34, passed 
in 1817. The total of all loan advances from that date to 31st March, 1906 (with 
certain loans made under special Acts before 1817), is £47,129,843. 

The classified abstract in Appendix (G.), pages 56 to 59, shows the portions of this 
amount which have been (1) repaid, (2) remitted, (3) written off from Local Loans 
Fund, or (4) which remain outstanding. The figures showing repayment,- remission, 
Ac., of the total sum advanced are as follows : —

The aggregate of outstanding balances is represented in the books of the Office by 
35,003 open accounts. The loans generally are in course of repayment by half-yearly 
instalments. 

The amount issued to borrowers in the year 1905-1906 out of moneys advanced by 
the National Debt Commissioners for loan purposes was £600,542, as against £703,520 
in 1904-1905, and £774,593 in 1903-1904. 

The issues for 1905-6 show a decrease of £102,978 as compared with 1904-5. 

Increased issues were made on the following services : — Quarries and Miscellaneous 
£4,000 ; Public Health, £12,633 ; Small Dwellings Acquisition Act, £1,555 ; 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction, £2,500 ; Drainage Maintenance, £2,610 ; Repairs 
to Fishery Piers, £148 ; Schools and Colleges, £367 ; Seed Supply, £11,132. 

The most important decreases were on the following services : — Glebe £6,860; 
Lunatic Asylums, £31,314 ; Housing of the Working. Classess £11,376 ; Railways, 
£10,507 ; Labourers Acts, £44,827 ; Workhouse Building, £5,802 ; Land Improvement, 
£6,909 ; Land Law, £1,700. 

The sum of £40,574 was advanced during the year for Seed Supply in connection 
with the Act 6, Edw. vii., cap. 3.

The amounts received in the year were £519,376 in repayment of principal, and 
£332,286 in respect of interest, making together £851,662. Of the total, £820,229 
was paid over by the Board to the National Debt Commissioners in discharge of 
principal and interest of loans made out of the Local Loans Fund and £31,433 to the 
Irish Land Commission in respect of loans made out of the Irish Church Fund.

Arrears on Public W orks Loans generally show an increase on balance, as compared 
with 31st March, 1905, of £2,532, mainly accounted for on the following services : — 
Harbours, £1,687, Local Boards, £520, Housing of the Working Classes, £332. 


The arrears of loans for Railways show an increase of £3,591, made up as follows : — ■ 
Increase — Fishguard a,nd Rosslare, £1,215; Letterkenny, £1,250; Limavady and 
Dungiven, £1,638 ; decrease — Southern Railway, £512. 


Arrears on Land Loans payable by owners stood at £41,623, as against £41,723 on 
31st March, 1905, a decrease of £100, which is made up as follows: — Land 
Improvement Loans — Decrease, £687 ; Land Act, 1870 — Increase, £587. 


The increase under the Land Act, 1870, is principally accounted for by the temporary 
addition to the total arrear of a sum of £519, which it is expected will be written off as 
irrecoverable in the year 1906-7. 


The issues made in the year under the Land Law Act, 1881 (44 and 45 Vic., c. 49, 
sec. 31) brought the total advances, from the commencement of the service, to 
occupiers of land for the improvement of their holdings to £1,313,804 10s. 0 d. Of 

this sum £751,076 17s. lOd. principal had been repaid, and £11,218 Is. Id. written off 
the assets of the Local Loans Fund to the 31st March, 1906, and on that date there 
were arrears of principal £16,871 3s. 9 d. which with £534,638 7s. 4 d. principal not 
yet due, represented the total amount outstanding, viz : — £551,509 11s. Id. 

The arrears, principal and interest, under the Land Law Act, 1881, stood at 
£20,902 at the close of the year as against £19,326 on 3lst March, 1905, an increase 
of £1,576. 


The arrears on Arterial Drainage charges payable by owners show an increase of 
£793, and on the charges payable by occupiers in the River Suck Drainage District 
an increase of £165.

(4) MISCELLANEOUS DOTIES OF THE BOARD. 

Irf.land Development Grant (3 Edw. VII., cap. 23). 

Tralee and Dingle Railway . — The Tralee and Dingle Light Railway (37^ miles) is 
one of the guaranteed lines constructed under the Tramways (Ireland) ikct, 18S3 
(Orders in Council, 1888 and 1889). It was opened for traffic in 1891, The Treasury 
liability of 2 per cent, in respect of the guaranteed capital was commuted under the 
Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1S95, in August, 1898, for a payment of £80,000. 

The undertaking having failed from the first to pay its working expenses, became 
the property of the Grand Jury (now the County Council) in accordance with ^the pro- 
vision in the Order of 1888. The line has been worked since the date of transfer by a 
.Committee of Management appointed by the County, whose control of the undertaking 
in the past has been most unsatisfactory. Up to the end of 1902 the line had not been 
efficiently maintained or worked, and a large expenditure was found to be necessary for 
repairs, improvements, and equipment. This condition of affairs is indicated by the 
report of the Committee of Management in June, 1902, which stated that owing to 
inadequate engine power they were obliged to discontinue the working of the Castle- 
gregory branch early in the May of that year, that subsequently the management was 
reduced to. the services of one locomotive on the main line, and that it had not been 
found possible to resume the ordinary train service until late in July. 

A proposal was under the consideration of the Irish Government in June, 1902, for 
the carrying out of improvements in the permanent way and equipment of the line 
With a view to the transfer of the undertaking to the Great Southern and Western 
Kailway Company, to be worked and maintained by that Company under a permanent 
working agreement, the operation of which would afford substantial relief to the 
guaranteeing area, which from the opening of the line had been called on to pay large 
sums in respect of the deficits in the working charges, in addition to the interest on the 
guaranteed stock. Under the arrangement proposed at that time the control of the 
undertaking would have passed to the Great Southern Company, who would have been 
responsible for all working charges. An item of £20,000 was included in the estimate for 
the Ireland Development Grant for the year ended 31st March, 1905, with the explana- 
tory note : “ the object is to place this railway in an efficient state prior to its being 

transferred to the Great Southern and Western Raihvay Company with obligation on 
that Company of perpetual maintenance.” 

Negotiations proceeded between the Irish Government, this Board, and the Great 
Southern and Western Company for some time, but in the end the Company were 
found unwilling . to risk the possibility of a loss, and in February, 1905, the Irish 
Government decided as an alternative that financial assistance should be given with a 
view to putting the line in a proper state of repair, the separate management to be 
continued. An item of £9,000 was inserted in the estimate of the Ireland Develop- 
- ra f 1 ° rtheyear enc ^ e d 31st March, 1906, with the following explanation: — 
farst instalment of a grant estimated not to exceed £23,500 towards the improvement 
ot the line and its equipment.” 

Towards the close of 1905 the Board were authorised by the Irish Government to 
nego late and settle with the Committee of Management the works of improvement to 
e carried out, and the equipment to be provided out of the grant. Early in 1906 the 
terms of an agreement between the Lord Lieutenant, the Board of Works, and the 
committee ot Management were settled, which among other things provides that the 
ommi ee shall take all proceedings necessary for procuring an Order in Council 
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authorising the construction of the deviations, and that meantime certain station 
improvements and minor worts, the cost of which shall not exceed £3,000, are to be 
carried out by the Committee themselves or their contractors, the funds being pro- 
vided out of the grant. & r 

The agreement also contains a clause empowering the Lord Lieutenant, if He should 
see fit upon the application of the County Council to appoint one or two persons of 
experience in railway management to be additional members of the Committee. 

Proposed Extensions of the Cavan and Leitrim Railway . — The Cavan and Leitrim 
Railway (48 miles), which is one of the guaranteed lines constructed under the Tram- 
ways (Ireland) Act, 1883, extends from Maguiresbridge to Dromod, with a branch from 
Ballinamore to. Arigna, which serves the coal mines and other industries ot the Arigna 
Valley. The line (narrow gauge) connects with the broad gauge systems of the Great 
Northern of Ireland at Maguiresbridge and the Midland Great Western at Dromod. 
Proposals for two short extensions of the Cavan and Leitrim line from Arigna to the 
mines (4 miles) and from Dromod to Rooskey (2i miles) on the Shannon have been in 
various forms under discussion for some years. 

In June, 1905, the Irish Government, in response to representations made by the 
Directors of the Cavan and Leitrim Railway and the ratepayers in the district as to the 
desirability of having these two short extensions constructed, agreed to make a free 
grant. Accordingly, provision for £15,000 was included in the revised estimate for the 
Ireland Development Grant for the year ended 31st March, L906, as a first instalment 
of a proposed grant of £24,000. The works to be constructed were settled, with the 
approval of the Irish Government, after consultation between the Promoters and the 
Board, and an agreement was provisionally arranged between the Lord Lieutenant, the 
Board of Works, and the Company, under which the expenditure was to be applied in a 
manner to be approved of by the Commissioners. Subsequently the Company took the 
necessary steps to obtain Parliamentary powers, and then Bill of the present year was 
introduced and read a first time. Further progress has been interrupted by the refusal 
of the County Council of Leitrim to pass the necessary resolution in support of the Bill. 

Newry, Ready, and Tynan Railioay . — In the Board’s last report particulars were 
given of the circumstanees in connection with the grant of £75,000, representing one- 
third of the estimated cost of the construction and equipment of the Newry, Keadv, 
and Tynan Railway (Act of 1900, 63 and 64 Vic., c. cclxxv.) provisionally agreed to by 
the Irish Government, under an agreement entered into between the Lord Lieutenant, 
the Board of Works, and the Company, and scheduled to the Newry, Ready, and 
Tynan Light Railway Act, 1905 (5 Edw. VII., c. ccvii.) The line authorised bv the 
Act of 1900 will connect at Tynan Junction on the Great Northern Railway with the 
existing Clogher V alley Railway (a guaranteed narrow gauge line, 3 7 miles long) which 
extends from Tynan to Maguiresbridge, also on the Great Northern Railway. 

In their subsequent Act of 1903 (3 Ed. VII., c. cclxii.) for an extension of time, the 
Promoters obtained powers (sec. 14) to enter into agreements with the Clogher Valley 
Company for the maintenance, management, working, <fcc.. of the railways, such agree- 
ments to be subject to the approval of the Board of Works. Iu July, 1905, the 
Promoters submitted to the Board heads of a proposed working agreement between the 
two Companies for the working of the Clogher Valley Railway by the Newry Com- 
pany, which, subject to the sanction of this Board, had been accepted by both parties 
as satisfactory. The proposed agreement provides for the payment of a fixed sum of 
£800 per annum to the Clogher Valley Company a-s gross receipts, w r hich amount shall 
be deemed to be part of the working expenses of the Newry Company. Certain 
alterations in the conditions and wording of the agreement, which the Board were 
advised were necessary, gave rise to prolonged negotiations, but in the end, the Com- 
missioners, with the approval of Your Lordships, approved of the agreement with 
amendments, and the Promoters are taking the necessary steps to secure the sanction 
of all others concerned, including the Newry Urban District Council as representing 
the guaranteeing area. 

Steamer Services, Railways (Ireland) Act, 1896. 

In the Board’s last report particulars were given of the several Coach and Steamer 
Services initiated by the Irish Government under the Act of 1896, which, with the 
exceptions of the Sligo and Belmullet, and the Shannon steamers, were withdrawn on 
the termination in each case of the period for which the service was subsidised. 

The Sligo and Belmullet steamer was established for a period of seven years 
terminating on the 31st May, 1906, but the Irish Government having decided that 
the service should be continued for some time longer, the Board on their behalf 
negotiated with the contractors (the Sligo Steam Navigation Company) for a renewal 
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of the contract for one year with power of continuance for a second and third year o 
the basis of a modified time-table, which it is anticipated will provide adequate facilitis” 
for the traffic. Under this arrangement, which has been approved by Your Lordshh) S 
and the Irish Government, a reduction in the working expenses of about £l 200 ne 
annum has been secured. The steamer will run twice "weekly in each direction durinv 
the five months May to September, inclusive, and once weekly in each direction durinv 
the remainder of the year. The steamer calls regularly at a number of intermediate 
places on the Sligo and Belmullet route, and it is largely used for merchandise and live 
stock traffic. e 

The Shannon Steamer Service between Athlone and Killaloe (daily, Sundays 
excepted, in each direction) was continued during the summer months’ (June to 
September inclusive) of 1905. The Athlone and Rooskey service was withdrawn as 
bong unremunerative. The explanation given by the Shannon Development Company 
as to this was that m modifying the service the sole object of the Directors had been to 
continue the Shannon service with as little loss as possible consistently with the objects 
of the Company and the requirements of the district. The Athlone and Killaloe service 
was suspended on 1st October, 1905, and no arrangement was made by the Company to 
provide a winter service. In view of the special circumstances of the case and the 
losses involved in working the winter services and the absence of traffic in previous 
years, the Board raised no objection. r 


Arterial Drainage Commission, Ireland. 

On behalf of the Board, evidence was given before this Commission detailing the 
changes made in the Arterial Drainage laws by legislation since the date of the I&port 
of the Royal Commission on Public Works in 1887, and giving any facts of interest or 
importance that had arisen in the administration of the Acts since that date, and the 
effect of legislative, social, and economic changes. 

The statistical information in the Report of 1887 was also brought up to date. 


Bann Drainage. 

In our report for 1904-05, pp. 14-17, a history of this question was given, and it was 
mentioned that the Irish Government had asked Sir Alexander Binnie, President of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers, to report on the whole subject. The report was 
furnished in January, 1906, and has been presented to Parliament (Cd. 2855 of 1906) • 
it is at present under the consideration of the Irish Government.

Chief Secretary's Lodge . — New bathrooms and 
and other improvements carried out. 


additional w.c.’s have been provided, 


Under Secretary's Lodge . — A new larder has been provided. 

Dublin Castle.— The re-decoration of St Patrick’s Hall and of the Throne Room and 
Picture Gallery has been carried out. 


Military and Naval Buildings. 

Royal Hospital , Kilmainham.— The extensive sanitary system of the buildings has 
been improved by the substitution of modern metal pipe drains for the old built drains. 

Master s Quarters. Sanitary accommodation for servants was provided in the base- 
ment of these quarters in substitution for the existing accommodation, which was not 
well placed or sufficient. 

Improvements were carried out in the galvanised iron building used as offices, but the 
building was accidentally burned later in the year. 

In order to improve the water supply at the institution for extinguishing fire it was- 
decided to substitute a 5-inch for the 3-inch watermain. The work is in hands, and will 
be completed early in the present financial year. 

A washhouse has been built for the use of the institution nurses and the families of 
the Staff Sergeants and Orderlies. 

The stable yard of Master’s Quarters has been improved by the provision of concrete 
for the old macadam surface. The sanitary accommodation for the use of the stable 
men and others has also been improved. 

Royal Hibernian Military School. — The girls’ new school commenced last year has 
been satisfactorily completed, and is now occupied. 

Ordnance Survey Office, Dublin . — The additions and alterations commenced in 1903. 
including new east wing to Map Store and canteen, and sundry improvements and 
alterations to the stores, have been completed, and the premises are now in occupation. 
The preparation for the electric installation, including extensive alterations in the base- 
ment of the printing offices, has been satisfactorily completed. A new steam boiler 
in pump room has been built, and the steam pumping plant which had been superseded 
by the electrical installation, has been fitted up as a reserve, so as to maintain the water 
supply in case of emergency. The electrical works were carried out under the direction 
of the Staff of the Ordnance Survey Department. 

In four houses for married men additional accommodation has been given by the 
addition of a storey. The archway between the yards under the new Map Stores has 
been paved with concrete. 


Coast Guard and Royal Naval Reserve Buildings. 

Co. Cork, Ballydonegan . — Tenders for two additional houses were received, but in 
consequence of the decision of the Admiralty to provide accommodation elsewhere the 
work was abandoned. 

Co. Cork, Crookhaven. — A tender was accepted last year for the erection of this 
station, and the works are now in an advanced stage. It is expected that the station 
will be ready for occupation in October next. 
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^ Co. Cork, Corkbeg. — This station has been completed, and was occupied in November 

Co. Cork, Knockadoon. — New porches have been added to these cottages. 

County Donegal, Ball Hill. — A new retaining wall to protect the approach road from 
the encroachment of the sea has been built. 

County Donegal, Fanad Read.— The new War Signal Station, containing accommo- 
dation for a chief boatman and three men, with watchroom and look-outhouse, has been 
completed, and was occupied during the year. 

County Donegal, Malin Head. — A new watchroom, &c., have been erected in connec- 
tion with the scheme under which the Admiralty conduct commercial maritime signalling 
for Lloyds at this station. 5 ° 

County Down, Ardglass.— The sanitary condition and ventilation of the men’s rooms 
have been improved by the substitution of window frames with opening sashes for the 
fixed sashes with small panes in the bedrooms. ’ 

Comity Down, Bangor. — W.c ’s have been substituted for earth closets. New drains 
have been laid throughout and a w.c. fitted up at the watchroom and boathouse. Two 
new concrete tanks for storing rainwater have also been erected. 

County Down, Cloghey.—A new drainage system has been constructed from the 
station and the recently erected wash-house, discharging into the sea. 

County Dublin Portrane.— Tenders were received for the new station, but the work 
was not proceeded with, as the Admiralty decided to abandon the project. 

County Kerry Brandon Quay.— Owing to delay on the part of the contractor this 
station has not been completed. It will be completed and ready for occupation in July. 

Co. Kerry, Bray Head.— The erection of this signal station was commenced early in 
February, and the work will be completed in June, 1906. 

Co. Kerry, Cromane. — A new drainage system has been provided, and some other 
necessary sanitary improvements. 

Co. Kerry, Kells. — A new slipway has been provided. 

Co. Londonderry, Banmouth. — Dormer windows have been substituted for the sky- 
ngnts m the upper rooms, greatly improving the ventilation and lighting. 

Co. Louth, Clogher Head.— A. five-ft. concrete wall has been erected along portion of 

e wes oundary of the site, to replace an old thorn hedge and fence, which were 
tound insufficient as an enclosure. 

— A new war signal and detachment station has been com- 
pleted and occupied.

CIVIL DEPARTMENTS. 

Custom House.— The re-allocation of the various Departments at the Custom House 
in consequence of the removal of this Board has been completed. 

A portion of the low level system of drainage has been taken up, and cast iron pipes 
substituted for the old stoneware drainB. 

The yards and areas in proximity to these Offices have been concreted and the 
surface drainage from two of the external areas improved. The entire basement of the 
Custom House is now concreted. 

Stationery Office, Custom House.— The upper floor of the King’s Warehouse being 
overloaded by supplies of stationery, measures have been taken to provide adequate 
support for these stores by the erection of new stanchions and steel joists. 

Office of Public Works. — The works of adaptation at Nos. 6 to 11 Upper Merrion- 
street have been completed. 

Department of Agriculture , Botanic Gardens. — The accommodation for implements 
and stores has been improved by the erection of a one-storey building between the out- 
door foreman’s office and the old museum. 

Royal College of Science. — A considerable number of alterations and improvements 
have been carried out in the bacteriological, geological, and mathematical depart- 
ments. 

School of Art. — Considerable improvements have been effected, including a new 
lantern light, lavatory fittings, modelling trough, etc. 

Four Courts. — The temporary woodwork to the front of the workshop has been re- 
placed by brickwork, with opening sashes over. The alterations have rendered the pre- 
mises more secure, and have also improved the lighting and ventilation of the carpenters’ 
shop. New sanitary accommodation has been provided for the workmen, and a new lime 
store has been erected. 

Record Room and Offices — In order to prevent the possibility of accident by bundles 
of documents falling through the gallery on the two upper floors to the ground floor, 
the galleries have been protected by stout wire netting. The book board ro the top 
gallery has been considerably widened, so as to facilitate searchers in opening parcels. 
The side shelving in one of the bays has been enclosed with iron backs and divisions and 
fitted with iron doors, so as to afford better protection to certain parcels of books. 

Registry of Deeds, Henrietta-street. — One whole bay and two wall bays of iron 
shelving have been erected in the upper vault, thus completing the surface by filling the 
vault with shelving. 

Registry of Titles, Henrietta-street. — Owing to increased work additional accom- 
modation has been provided for the mapping staff, the existing building being already 
fully occupied. A new corrugated iron structure, covered on the outside with boarding 
and felt, and on the inside with fire-resisting fibrous plaster, has been erected in the 
internal yard, affording accommodation for thirteen mappers. Some minor changes have 
been made in the room formerly occupied by the mappers in order to obtain a covered 
connection between the main building and the new annexe. 

General Survey and Valuation Office . — Additional accommodation for the permanent 
staff of this Office at No. 6 Ely-place, which adjoins that of the Church Property 
Branch of the Irish Land Commission in No. 5, was provided by connecting the second 
floor in both houses. The whole second floor so available was structurally altered 
and adapted to the needs of the Valuation Office. 
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La nd Commission Court and Ojtices. 

Extensive office accommodation has been provided in Nassau-street ior the Examin ’ 
Branch of the Estates Commission. The Public Trustee, with his staff, have been tem 
porarily accommodated in the house No. 64 Merrion-square, recently vacated bv th 
Civil Service Commissioners. Pari of the ordinary staff of the Land Commission have 
been accommodated in the same premises. The Solicitor remains in No. 12 Ulmer 
Merrion-street. It is proposed to continue these arrangements until the completion of 
contemplated new buildings at the rear of No. 23 Upper Merrion-street. r 1 
Sundry small works, urgently required to facilitate the work of the Land Commission 
Offices, have been carried out. 


Metropolitan Police Stations.

— The necessary repairs to the sea slopes and 
wharf walls of the East and West Piers were carried out during the year, and the 
wharves, slips, piers, roads, cranes, buildings, &e., have been maintained. Fender 
piles, decking, bollards, and strutting at the Mail Packet Pier were renewed, where 
required, and the exterior of the shed was cleaned and painted. Upwards of 
25,000 tons of spoil were dredged from the harbour bed and deposited at sea. A 
new 5-ton hand crane of modern design was erected on the Victoria Wharf to 
replace the old crane, which had been on the wharf for over sixty years. 

The outer berths at the. traders’ wharf were excavated by divers, and fender piles 
repaired and refastened. Most of the fender piles at the head and inner side of 
Dunleary Pier were renewed during the year. The harbour buoys were cleaned, 
examined, and painted. 

Howth Harbour, Co. Dublin . — Repairs to the East Pier, Sea Slope, Wharf Wall, 
and pavement were carried out, and necessary maintenance work on the West Pier 
and Kilrock Road, & c. Some 6,500 tons of spoil were dredged from the Harbour 
entrance and deposited at sea, and tidal excavation was also carried on at the East 
Pier head. The hauling buoys and entrance buoys were cleaned, repaired and 
painted as occasion required. 

Dunmore East Harbour, Co. Waterford. — The pier, breakwater, roads, wharves, 
and works generally were maintained in good order, repair, and efficiency. 

Ardglass Harbour , Co. Down . — The works at the north and south of this harbour 
have been well maintained, and the portion of wharf wall referred to in last year’s 
Report has been satisfactorily rebuilt. The buildings, roads, wharves, and plant 
afloat and ashore were maintained in good order and repair. 

Donaghadee Harbour, Co. Down. — Extensive repairs to the damaged slope of the 
northern breakwater were carried to an advanced stage during the year, but the 
work had to be suspended before completion on account of winter storms. It has, 
however, sustained no damage from these, and progress will be resumed at an early 
date. 

Permanent repairs were also in hand at the damaged south pier sea-slope, and satis- 
factory progress was made. The buildings, roads, wharves, and plant, afloat and 
ashore, were maintained in good order and repair. Additional safety appliances 
were provided to comply with the Home Office regulations under the Factories Acts. 


Shannon Drainage. 

The sluices and works in connection therewith at Killaloe, Meelick Cut, Keelogue, 
Athlone, Tarmonbarry, Rooskey, Jamestown, and Lough Alter, were maintained in 
good order and repair, and the gangway over the Keelogue Weir to the sluices was 
completed.

Dispensai'y Buildings. No. 22 in Abstract , p. 56. 

Thirteen applications for an aggregate sum of £13,482 were received within the year, 
as compared with eight applications for a total sum of £9,950 last year. The 
sanctioned loans for the year numbered twelve, and the amount sanctioned was 
£13,269. 


Workhouse Buildings. No. 23 in Abstract, p. 56. 

The applications for loans for Workhouse Buildings were twelve in Dumber, and 
amounted to £34,035 13s. 0 d. The number of loans sought last year was six, and 
the amount £7,892 12s. 9 d. The sanctioned loans for the year numbered twelve, and 
the amount sanctioned was £33,091. 


Acquisition of Small Dwellings. No. 24 in Abstract, p. 56. 

No applications for loans were received during the year, but two loans amounting 
to £10,249, sought before the year commenced, were sanctioned. Last year the 
applications numbered four, and the amount sought was £12,319. 


Technical Schools. No. 25 in Abstract, p. 56. 

Four applications were received during the year for loans amounting to £10,400 for 
the purpose of building Technical Schools, and three loans amounting to £4,900 were 
sanctioned.

Arterial Drainage . Nos. 26, 27, 28, and 43 in Abstract, pp. 56 and 58. 

From 1842 to 1863 loans for Arterial Drainage were made under 5 and 6 Vic., c. 89* 
£2,082,052 was lent under this statute, the greater part during and after the famine 
of 1849. Of this amount £1,207,582 was remitted, and £874,447 repaid. The 
amount of principal not repaid £23 was writteD off by the Public Works Loans Act, 
1905. 
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From 1863 loans for this purpose have been made under the Drainage and Im- 
provement of Lands Act (Ireland), 1863, 26 and 27 Vic., c. 88, and amending Acts. 
The entire amount of such loans up to 31st March, 1906, is £852,665, including £6,136 
lent out of the Irish Church Fund. 

The amount advanced to 31st March, 1906, under 29 & 30 Vic., cap. 49, for Drainage 
Maintenance, is £60,114.

Planting for Shelter. 

Since the passing of the Act 29 and 30 Vic., e. 40, under which advances are made 
for this purpose, 144 amounting to £33,400, have been made. One loan was sancti^. j 
tor this purpose exclusively during the current year. 


Farm: Buildings. 

Under this head 6,026 loans have been sanctioned since the passincr of the Act 13 
and 14 Vic. c. 19, the amount being £1,551,690. This includes 315 loans, for an 
aggregate or £29,950, approved during the past financial year. 


Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 


The number of loans sanctioned since the passing of the Act 23 Vic c 19 which 
first authorised them, is 931, for £391,969, of which 14, amounting to£3,640 were 
approved in the year. 

Under section 19 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, loans were made to tenant 
farmers, who, pursuant to the injunctions of the Irish Land Commission, and as a 
condition attached to the fixing of a “ fair rent,” proceed to erect labourers’ dwellings 
on heir holdings. Such tenants are deemed to be persons to whom a loan may be 
made under the Landed Property Improvement (Ireland) Acts, for the improvement 
°£ hmmmg of dwellings for labourers, as if they were owners within the meaning 
t jf 10 * 1C ' 5 C .‘ 32j Sec ’ ^ oan was sanctioned under the 19th section of 

the Land Law Act, within the year ending 31st March, 1906. Two hundred and sixty 
such loans amounting to £15,275, have been sanctioned under the Act since it came 
into operation, the instalments issued amounting to £13,880. Operations under the 
f c * 01 tile Land Law Act have however practically ceased owing to recent legislation 
wincn. empowers Local Authorities to borrow for the erection of Labourers’ Dwellings; 
but loans are still made under the 31st section of that Act for this purpose. See Table 
or -Expenditure under this section, p. 44.

Loans to Tenants for Improvement of Holdings, or “ Land Law Loans.” 

Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, Section 31. No. 31 in Abstract, p. 58. 

The great body of loans to tenants for improvements are made under this Act. The 
number sanctioned during the year was 508, amounting to £18,715 ; the total of the sums 
issued during the year was £36,264. The total number of loans sanctioned under 
the section from the date of the Act to 31st March, 1906, is 18,715. The aggregate 
of the amounts sanctioned is £1,505,362, and the instalments issued amount to 
£1,313,804. 

The number of applications for loans lodged during the year 1905-1906 was 706, being 
a decrease of 213 as compared with last year. Of this number 142 were received from 
occupying owners who were disqualified by some feature in their application from pro- 
ceeding under the Land Improvement Act. 

An explanation of this decrease is to be found in the fact that the consideration of 
applications for improvement loans from tenants who are purchasing their holdings under 
the provisions of the Irish Land Act of 1903, is in a large measure deferred until the 
saleB have been completed, and the farms have been legally vested in the new 
owners.

The fishing commenced on 15th May, 1905, and continued to the 22nd September. 
The quantity of fish landed was 12,916 mease, being 328 mease more than the quantity 
caught last season, while the money realised was £7,673, as compared with £9,061 Is. 0 d. 
in 1904. 

The prices for the season were fairly high, ranging from lls. 6 d. to 17s. 6 d. per 
mease, and the average number of mease per boat for the season was 179, being 4 
mease more than last year. The number of boats taking part in the fishing was 48 
Irish, 21 Scotch, and 3 Isle-of-Man — the same as last year. The largest takes were by 
the Scotch boats, and this is on account of their being better supplied with gear, &c., 
than the Irish boats. During the winter there was scarcely any long line fishing owing 
to bad weather, and the trawling also might be returned as a failure. Taken as a 
whole, the year 1905 was not a prosperous one for the fishing industry at this harbour. 

The quantity of mackerel captured during this season at Ardglass was 2,917 cwt., 
which realised £230 15s. 0<2.

bv metal columns siderahle time has been somewhat insecure. It was supported 
by metal columns erected by local effort before it was vested, and since Lber 
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centering has been placed under the arches where the stone work showed symptoms of 
yielding. The east window of seven lights divided by very slender mullions also 
required attention, as the ivy was spreading over it and into the joints. Both tower 
and east window have had the necessary repairs executed, but the latter from its 
construction and the difficulty of supporting it (except by building up the openings in 
solid masonry, which would spoil the beautiful appearance of this singular window, 
and is not to be recommended) will require constant attention. 

At Inchcleraun (Quaker Island), Lough Ree, near Athlone, the repairs which were 
commenced last year have been completed, and for the better protection of the 
Churches on the Island wrought iron railings have been erected around them to keep 
out cattle. 

Some repairs, were executed at several of the ruins at Glendalough. The stone 
roof of St. Kevin s “ Kitchen," through which rain had commenced to percolate, was 
repaired and staunched. The walls of ,e St. Mary’s Church ” and the “ Cathedral ” 
were repaired by removing the vegetation and pointing the masonry in cement, and 
the Monastery of St. Saviour’s had the tops of the walls secured to prevent rain 
entering. 


Of. the minor Churches repaired St. Kieran’s, at Errill, Queen’s County may be 
mentioned, also at St. Mary’s, Delgany, county Wicklow, in both of which initial 
repairs were taken in hands the past year.
